Nelson Mandela (1918- ) 


He was the first black president of South Africa. He 
became president m 1994. 


His early life 

Nelson was born in Qimu, a 
small village in South Africa. 
His father was an important 
man in the village* but he died 
when Nelson was still young. 
Nelson worked hard and went 
to a university where he studied 
liistory and languages. At the 
university he became interested 
in politics and joined the 
African National Congress, 
Nelson studied law and became 
a lawyer in 1952. In 1958* he 
married Winnie Mandela. They 
had two daughters. 


His later life 

Nelson became a leader in the 
African National Congress 
which fought against the all- 
white South African 
government. In 1962 lie went 
to prison. He finally left prison 
in 1990, and in 1993 he won 
the Nobel Peace Prize. He 
became the first black president 
of South Africa in 1994. He 
retired From politics in 1999 at 
die age of 80 and went back to 
Quim. 


He was the first president of the United States. He became president 
in 1789* eight years after the American War of Independence.
